SYSTEM— 
* Congressman Reed of West 
Virginia, who is a combination of 
educator and newsp ap erman him­ 
self, has stirred up wide newsp ap er 
cbmment on an educational subject 
by his p rop osal that the schools 
of Washington, D. C., be made 
models for the nation. 
Congressman Reed is old enough 
to remember, but he was not in 
Washington at the time and p rob­ 
ably does not k now, that the ex­ 
p eriment has already been tried— 
and did not 
work . 
Some thirty 
years ago Washington did hav e a 
“model school system." 
If it had 
turned out to be work able there it 
would doubtless hav e been initi­ 
ated ev erywhere. 
No model system ev er ha« work ­ 
ed, yet, on anything but the small­ 
est and most 
sp ecialized 
scale. 
For a model system is not a p atch­ 
ing on of a few imp rov ements on 
the p resent school system. 
It is 
a rev olution of it. 
It means the undoing of ev ery­ 
thing that school tradition holds 
sacred. 
It means a school dev ot­ 
ed almost entirely to “fads and 
fancies,” with the p resent school 
arts taught incidentally, in about 
a quarter ^the time now dev oted to 
them. 
It means, p robably, no classes, 
no text-book s, no recitations, no 
mark s and no discip line, and esp e­ 
cially no silence, no "order,” no 
k eep ing still, and not much p assiv e 
intak e of k nowledge,, from book s 
or teacher. Nobody would v enture 
to try quite this extreme, on a city 
wide scale, and 
the once model 
system of Washington did not go 
so far. 
But any really model system 
would hav e to tend further in this 
direction than it could get teach­ 
ers to teach or p ublic, sentiuumt 
to sustain.

TY such a system on a smail 
scale as John Dewey once did 
In the exp erimental school of the 
Univ ersity 
of 
Chicago, 
and 
it 
work s 
marv els. 
That it is the 
best way to teach children is not 
theory 
It is fact. It has already 
been done, with astonishing suc­ 
cess. 
But try to organize a corp s 
of two or three thousand teach­ 
ers, able to run a big city system 
that way, and you do not find 
^hem. They did not exist, in suchj 
numbers. 
Try 
to 
find 
a 
city 
whose v oters would k eep a school 
board or sup erintendent In office 
that did such things, and you will 
search in v ain. 
There is no such 
-city 
Try to find 
p arents who 
will submit to hav ing so good an 
education giv en to their children 
and you will hav e to look in the 
faculty of the Univ ersity of Chi­ 
cago, or some such p lace. No com­ 
munity exists in which they are 
numerous. 
So the thing simp ly can’t be 
done. 
There are ndt the teach­ 
ers to run it nor the p arents and 
citizens 
to 
sustain it.

SHIP 
SUBSIDY—An interesting 
side-light in President Hard­ 
ing’s ship -subsidy message was his 
emp hasis of the lower rather than 
the liigher argument. 
Not that he 
had this false p ersp ectiv e himself. 
The whole address showed that his 
own conv ictions 
were 
based on 
much broader considerations. 
But 
he ev idently thought that this ap ­ 
p eal would strik e the lev el of con­ 
gress, or of congressmen’s gener­ 
ally low estimate of the lev el of 
their constituents. 
So he laid the 
main stress on the immediate tact 
that the bill will hav e immediate 
money—that it will p ay out less 
than we are p aying now. 
That is, of course, true, and 
it 
is imp ortant. 
If there is a cheap ­

It cost us the better p art of 
three billions,, in the last war, be­ 
sides escap ing only by a bare shav e 
the losing of the war itself, to ex­ 
temp orize the 
merchant v essels 
without which a nav y and an army 
are useless. We must at least nev ­ 
er find ourselv es in that situation 
again.

NOW we hav e the ship s, good, 
bad and indifferent, as they 
were thrown 
together. 
The bad 
ones we can scrap or p atch, which­ 
ev er 
is 
cheap est. 
The 
rest- it 
would be madness to destroy and 
treason to transfer to other na­ 
tions. 
We must k eep them and 
run them ourselv es, by either p ub­ 
lic or p riv ate ownership and op ei>. 
tion. Public ownership has already 
demonstrated that it i3 exp ensiv e, 
and that it cannot accomp lish its 
p urp ose unless we are willing to 
go the whole way by tak ing ov er 
the now p riv ate lines also. 
A na­ 
tional merchant marine cannot en­ 
dure half p ublic and half p riv ate. 
The American p eop le hav e demon­ 
strated that they are unwilling to 
p ay the costs and tak e the risk s 
of mak ing it all p ublic. 
The only 
alternativ e is to mak e it all p riv ate. 
It is cheap er to do that with the 
subsidy than without it, and much 
cheap er either way than not to do 
it at all. ,This cheap ness Presi­ 
dent Harding p rudently 
stresses. 
But the great thing is to do some­ 
how th§ thing that must be done, if 
this nation is to remain safe in 
thè wo rld.

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EDUCATION WEEK 


It is a coincidence, but very fitting, that the elec­ 
tion for $250,000 bonds for a new junior high, school 
building and $150,000 for new 
grammar school 
buildihgs, is to be held here during American Educa­ 
tion wesk, December 3 to 9 . 
President Harding in proclaiming the week calls 
on the people of the nation to stand by the schools. 
The President urges a closer understanding between 
the home and the school, with the end in view that 
education will everywhere have the sympathy of the i products and farm on 
a bigger scale. Living condi-

and isolated towns were opened 
up. 


living within a half mile to a mile contributed 60 
cents an acre, and those living from a mile to a 
mile and a half, 40 cents an acre. 
City individuals 
contributed from $1 to $10 per mile. 
These various contributions provided 1000 or more 
loads of gravel per mile, and will result in the imme­ 
diate improvement of 50 miles of road. 
This princi­ 
ple of securing co-operation from all interests is the 
way to get roads built. 
The wonderful system of roads that has been 
built through the Philippine islands has given demon­ 
stration of the effect of good highways on community 
life. 
Formerly the average Filipino either spent his 
life as a peon on the big farms, or else he cultivated 
an acre or two of land and lived in a poor way. 
When the fine American roads were built, it af­ 
fected living conditions for everybody. 
Truck and 
stage lines were introduced, and people could market 
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to met its obligations. 
During the week the American system of common 
education is to be given emphasis, and rightfully so, 
for the greatest thing that America has to boast of 
in connection with its schools is that they offer to 
every boy and girl greater equality of opportunity 
than is to be found in any other school system in 
the world. 
The American school breaks down caste* feeling. 
The son and daughter of the poor man, meet in com­ 
petition, the son and daughter of the man who has ac­ 
quired wealth. 
The better student gets the better 
standing. 
Merit counts. 
That lesson alone is worth 
everything to American citizenship. 
The fact that 
achievement in America is not bound by tradition, 
nor by class or by sex, brings to bear upon AmeAcan 
life the ambition that lurks in every normal child’s 
breast and seeks expression in every normal hudan 
being’s life. 
, Santa Ana must maintain for its school patrons 
facilities that will give to the American child full 
opportunity for acquiring the things in his make-up 
that the schools should help him to get. 
Crowded 
schools hamper him. 
Inadequate school equipment 
hinders his development. 


THE POWER OF OBSCURITY 


Amateur ball teams from small towns, and base­ 
ball and football teams from colleges and schools, 
often make records that are surprising, considering 
the limited number of fellows they can draw from. 
Frequently they are able to defeat institutions far 
superior to themselves in numbers and fame. 
These players succeed by devoting all their spare 
time to this particular sport, and acquiring a high 
degree of skill. 
In larger schools and towns, there 
may be so much going on that the players find their 
attention diverted and frittered 
away in various 
amusements. 
The same principle applies to success in any ac­ 
tivity of life. People often say they stand no chance, 
because they come from obscure families and have 
no influential friends. 
If so, they will meet with 
few distractions' in their effort to develop their own 
powers. 
While others of more extended social re­ 
lations are chasing around to all kinds of society 
events, the boy from the obscure family does not 
encounter this temptation to fritter away his energies. 
He can put his whole mind on the problem of im­ 
proving his own powers and learning how to meet the 
. needs of the community. 
In these times he can al­ 
ways get special education in his line that will give 
him a good start. 
His success is then dependent 
mostly on himself. 
Pul! and social connections help, 
fcAit they never take the plr.ee of intelligent and per­ 
sistent effort. 
This is the reason why obscure young men are 
constantly breaking out into positions of prominence 
and surprising the world. 
The community looks as­ 
tonished, and says it never knew anybody in that 
family to amount to anything. 
But those boys have 
found out that obscurity give# a chance to concen­ 
trate effort, and it is the field in which success often 
develops. 


TOE GROUCH PEOPLE 


The knockers are bad enough in community life, 
but people with chronic grouches are even worse! 
The typical knocker is a fellow who claims to have 
high ideals of progress and efficiency, and who is 
continually kicking because this or that thing is not 
done, or because mistakes are made. 
Yet personally 
he may be a good fellow and one who makes friends 
and in a limited way he may be a good citizen. 
The typical grouch goes him one better. 
To hear 
some of these folks talk, you would think that about 
everything was going wrong. 
They are constantly 
getting cheated in business dealings. 
They complain 
that lawyers are crooked, doctors incapable, minis­ 
ters Pharisaical, etc. 
The government is inefficient 
and futile, and public office full of graft and cor­ 
ruption. 
Whatever subject you mention, these peo­ 
ple find mismanagement and dishonesty and stupidity 
Such a state of mind indicates tremendous self 
confidence, as such people in effect claim to know 
more than 
neighbors. Yet you rarely find that 
these folks have accomplished much for the com­ 
munity. 
They have spent their lives criticizing and 
finding fault. 
If conditions are so very bad, and if 
they could do things so much better, it would seem 
as if they might easily take hold and perform some 
function so well that their powers would be recog­ 
nized and they would be advanced to high positions. 
The people who assume that they know so much 
irore than the rest of the community, have not the 
spirit that makes one a useful member of society. 
People of large intelligence and achievement have a 
modest estimate of their own powers and an appre­ 
ciation of the fine things that others are doing. 
American life has made splendid progress during 
the past ten years and those who fail to see it must 
have minds colored by radical propaganda, poor di­ 
gestion or peculiar mental habits. 


Here in our own country similar results occur, and 
the development of good roads through the back 
country utilizes the resources of those districts and 
enables them to live a progressive life.

It would be a miracle if the seven sta tes of the 
Colorado river basin, interested in the allotment of 
the water; of the river, should come to an agreement 
as to their respective interests in the river. 
Secre­ 
tary Hoover Is confronted with an almost hopeless 
task in bringing about harmonious agreement among 
them. 
That he is striving heroically to bring such 
a situation about is indicated by his telegram to the 
governor of Arizona in which he calls attention to 
the point that the various sta tes will have to wait 
foi* years for the river to be handled if they fail 
to agree upon a policy of action at this time. 
It has been intimated that powers a t Washington 
do not expect or hope that the Boulder canyon dam 
project will be brought about at all. It is stated by 
pessimists that Hoover was given an impossible task 
to perform in order that the national government 
would not be confronted with a river control project 
at this time that would cost a s much as this one will 
and fox a district that has only a small representa­ 
tion at Washington. 
We do not believe that these criticisms are fair. 
President Harding cannot be looked upon as one who 
hesitates to act openly and fairly. He has expressed 
faith in the Boulder canyon dam and has supported 
all of the activities of Secretary Hoover a s chairman 
of the committee, and Secretary Fall, who advocates 
it as one of the big achievements ahead of the De­ 
partment of Interior. 
It is to be hoped that the different sta tes will ac­ 
cept whatever program Hoover works out and that 
the national government may be allowed to go un­ 
hampered by any of the advocates of sta tes’ rights. 
The interests of no single state are paramount to 
those of a group of sta tes or the nation as a whole. 
In this instance there is no question that Hoover’s 
plan will accord to each all that it can expect to 
have of interest in the Colorado river. 
On the oth­ 
er hand, if the government should decide to take 
over the Colorado river, as a navigable stream ha v 
ing international and inter-state problems, which 
it could undoubtedly do, there is reason to believe 
that there are sta tes making a fuss now and seek­ 
ing to hold up the development .that would not re­ 
ceive as much favorable consideration' as they are 
now accorded under the Hoover plan of operations.

Thomas A. Edison tells the Princeton College undergraduates 
through the Daily Princetonian that he ‘'does not approve the pres­ 
ent day college graduate, for as a rule the right kind of men do 
not go to college.” 
The chief fault Mr. Edison finds with the col­ 
lege graduate is that he objects to work. 
Far from disagreeing with Mr. Edison as to the unsatisfactory 
quality of much of the college product of today the New York 
Herald believes not that too many men go to college but that 
among their numbers are too many that do not get out of college 
what men ought to get out of college. The blfme for this belongs 
in part to the American college. 
Parents are prone to delude themselves Into thinking that col­ 
lege can get more out of men than the men themselves are willing 
to get out of themselves—get more out of them, in fact, than there 
is in them to get out. 
Colleges as a rule are too tolerant of the 
indifférent work of undergraduates who after graduation are going 
to be a credit neither to themselves as college men nor to their 
alma mater as the maker of college men. 
...In a situation like this it is not merely a questftm of how much 
of the boy’s time and of his parents’ money is wasted on putting 
him through college when he is doing nothing worth while there: 
it is a question of how much time, room and educational effort 
is wasted by the college. 
More than that, it is a question of the 
demoralizing effect on the whole spirit and motive of the college 
thus engaged in footless performances. 
Nevertheless, aimless purpose, if not indolence, Is a besetting 
sin in too many American youth of today, out of college as well as 
in college. 
Mr. Edison’s own experience and warnings prove this 
to be the fact. 
He says: 
“ There are plenty of openings for ambitious men in this coun­ 
try. Why is It that we have so few $10,000 a year men? It is not 
that there is a lack of such positions but that rather there is a 
scarcity of men of sufficient caliber to fill these openings.”

openings any more satisfactorily than, the college men are.
